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1. The ore -processing plant of SDAG Wismut at Seelingstaedt is subdivided into 
5-7 operations (Zechen) . Operation 5^ the ore mill, is to be exjianded. 
Needed for the exi)ansion are steel beams of bar steel and seamless pipe . 
Considerable difficulties are being encountered, since this expansion work 
was not a part of the original Wismut material procurement plan. A total of 
some additional several^ hundred tons of material is required and so far it 
has not been determined where it can be procured. These matelrials are not 
on hand at the Wismut storage depots and very hard to find. These depots 
were depleted in the course of the East German campaign calling for a 
reduction of excess stocks held in individual plants. At Wlsmu-^ too, some 
of the excess stocks were sold or transfered to other industries. W16mut 
has received orders not to relinquish any of its reserve stocks in the future.
